I am very angry at your ungratefulness* Richard." 

If you interpret as a complaint ray desire to know that you are going to keep your 
word to publish IIUVER A G Alii! tills September when I see no sign of any preparation for 
1 1: # or-e and when I seek the assurance that it will be done as non-fiction books 
normally are as a complaint, ifi there anything at all abnormal in an author seeking tliis 
kind of information? Particularly in the light of our inital discussion abottl; what be- 
fcarne the book Ni^VER AG AIII ! j Particularly after how Case Open api)eared? 

You were very Icind and very helpful in^unany ways years ago and I was clearly grate- 
ful. But you fe&l silent wlien that could not be attributed to any- complaint, any real 
one in any event* And over tliis very long poriod of timd I've made many efforts to learn 
wliat is bugging you. How I loom you believe it is "complaints." Onco before you said I 
did not trust you* But in all tliis time you've not indicated anything else and both are 
just not true* 

I trusted you enough not to speak to anyone else on notliing but your word tliat you 
could be interested. I trusted you enough to say I did not need a contract and even to 
decline any advance. rj -'his is a complaint or lack of trust? 

Because of how I always felt about you I was deeply troublet^and I was more troubled 
by your, resolute nonreoponsivness when i tried to find out what is on your i»dnd and by 

v\«u cI^\au i 

wliat one*does expect of a friend, that if he lias something on his mind lie say it without 
having to bo asked. 

Still not knowing wliat your complaints are I am loft to conjecture. Busy as you 
are, and L know a little about being busy and about finding time, X doubt that for all 
these montlis you have been so busy you could not tell me what your complaint is, in some 
hieaningful way. So, i\^ll try to recall wliat could reasonably be called a complaint and 
because I d<* leqve anyircliivc for liistory and of kt "the leal questions on tliis Guh ject -ie l*i 
publishing and non-publisliimg, wliat could kPBci and was published and wliat was not, I 
wont that to be a record others can understand* Whether or not you, busy a3 you are, take 
the tim jg to read it I believe my executors will and I want them to know wliat * believe 
is the truth.

It was when you werf hero with David the J uly 4 holiday period in 1992 that I tolfl 
you wliat I would be doing, wliat t believed its importance and value would be .nd I told 
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it v/ouJLd be very controversial but also f •. ctual andaccurate.lt was neqr and in the 
coffee shop of the local ^d Horse inn. It liad just opened, tt opens at 7 a.ip.When 
you said p^ smniiHld nftp- diTitnn L-a^eyoii could be interested I said that my interest is in 
nialdng the recoil for liistory and I want to b ? her:-' when it appears so that if it is 
attacked I could defend it. £011 merely nodded your liead. I realize that is ambiguous, 
as I then did not think.

Topicality is important in value and in sales y 
and sales for me is wliat Gets the word out. You never bothered to tell me a t^ing about 
your plans, if you liad any, or your lack of them if you did not. You had that, essentiality, 
in January of It would liave required no great, effort to have it out tliat ,July and 

if that liad liapponed it3 effect on liistory and on the market could liave been significant. 
It would have been the only honest and factual book at the time of the anniversary and 
it would liave boen tlio only bool: by wliich the obliers could bo measured. Thero*>tf not a 
single good book a? tong the ’ and most were from bad to very bad, some repulsivly indocent. 

Bnlikej the troaclo , scrimshaw, ti'osh and atrocities tliat appeared, it had the best 
of possible poor reviews. It would have boon the only book on the subject with any at all.

It is an exceptional book 
and it^g/tonds on its own, from those peer reviews and one from another profeesor, also 
a subject c-pcrt, who r 'ad most but not all of it in rough draft. Because it is factual 
and accurate and because it is not of conspiracy or non-consipracy theorizing } it would 
liavo been there for the others to bo compared witk and tliat would have been an excellent 
prospect for it. It was not until toward the end of the year at the earliest when I loarnod 
tliat you th -'ii planned it for this September. What you liave now declined to confirm. 

While last August or September I disagreed with some of blie editing, I was told tliat 
the editing would be as I asked and there was no dispute about tliat. The book could liave 
been out easily before it was edited, .'ith a topical book tliat would liave boon the norm. 

'tuite aside from th » topicality of tho bool: and its expert-established value and 
importance, if we assume that what x said about the editing, and by tills I mean what it 
was agreed was unjustified cutting out, I can think of nothing that a reasonable man 
can regard as a complaint.

have. 30 is it unreasonable to expect that any publisher, not^a man who had for so 

long beon so good a friend, would v/ant his book to appear while he is still alive? I'm 

81 and you will not say. But for a year and a half K until I asked for assurance, tliere 

was notliing I can tliink of tliat you can reasonably call a complaint, part of that'fusi- 

lade you refer to. 

There is no question but tliat you were a very good and a very holpful friend before 
the question of publishing. There also is no question but tliat I was gnateful for tliat 
help. *ou should remember tliat I also wrote it igi to be published in a comprehensible form. 
Unasked. Tliat is not being ungrateful. 

Could you liavo klio reprinting my/^ing book in wind* I did not ask for tliat. When 
I agreed to it I told ypu personally that it required an updating and t/?at I would 
provide it in an oral history tint could be edited to your satisfaction. Tou agreed. 

1 t did not happen. It was needed and I liad asked notliingijfor diking it. ^o tliere is no 
ungratefulness tliere. 

I did nok ask for Selections from Wiiteuash to bo published. I ha^fbfused to have 
Whitewash reprinted and I explained the roasoni. One i3 tint at our age and in the state 
of our health and with all else we liave to do the confusion and the extra work required 
of hil and me ..ere much too ucli for us. We are old. We are ftfail and weal:. Ther< is so 
. uch we should do tliat we cannot and do nok do. Wo just could not face that. But I did 
agree to Selections and the selecting was excellent. I've liad nothing but compliments 
about it. But despite my strong refusal to agree to the reprinting of Wliitewasli lo and 
behold, I sti£t getting l o^tt^ rs akgut the reprint. I then find from a friend, long before 



it appeared, that you have armoun eiT it} His book store's counter told them. That v/as 
wrong and it v/as huaj^jCL to t&s. It not only was not authorized-! t v/as refused. I tl unearned 
tliat tlio selections were being titled "Whitewash". Of course I liad to notify you tliat the 
agreement was violated and it w as. Tliat I was ftot listened to cost the changing of the 
inside title and the title across the' top of every other page. But that i3 not any 
kind of ungratefulness on my part. It should not liave happened and it hid to be 
corrected. 

I forgot riar.ietl&ng. As I liave been consulted on nothing and informed about nothing 
1 was surpisod at the tdte of the long bool: reprint and when -L saw it in poor light I 
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go 1 an incorrect impression of its darkness. When I saw it in a good light I w rote 
and apologised inuiiodi tely. If tliere had been the norm, ininiiiial cor.u.iunication with 
tho author, tliat would nob have happoned. 

In all those months, including of your silence, when I sav/ something that iddioated 
there might bo a book in it I sent it to you. One tliat I remember clearly is the Post 
story on ^ohn Norman's Congressional testimony. I recall some of the others. No\/inan told 
me, and I an not suggesting tliat there is any connection befause 1 do not know, tliat he 
has contracted with C c 11 for a book on tlio newly disclosed Oswald records. I have I 
think been of some help to him. 

When you phoned and told me you were interested in my boolc on Posner, which was 
ever so much more tlian tliat, you asked me if I would be wil/dng for C & G to be copub- 
lisher. I arid tliat if you could consider publishing a book by the man(they liad pub- 
lished what tliat maniac ^vingstone said about him ^und I did not say without the */ightest

Effort to Je.irn if as little as. a single word of it was true, as it ion t; I supposed 
I could agree for them to, You then Put Herman Craf on Ills phone into the line. I asked 
when it would be ^"published. Herman said in Harch. You said you'd have .to edit it. I af 
agreed. It needed editing. It was a r&ugh draf^ written in great haste without any out- 
line so that it could appear v/liile tliere wa3 the controversy about it. ( As I'm sure 
you know I took it tliat you meant editing in the normal sense, and tliat I wanted and 
did not cet.) I said I'd get it retyped here. I had already arranged for a friend to dfo 
thqt but first tliere were the Jewish liigh holidays and then her sonar needed a cancer 
operation, af-fTer which she /Vursed him back to health, but that would have been slow. I 
meant I'd get it done professionally, an# expense I'd not have gone to without assurance 
the book would bo published, ^ou said you'd have it done up there. I agreed, a little 
uneasy because my typing and my handwriting are so poor. 1 asked tliat I have three copies 
of the retyped rough draft for tho record for lii3tory, a conern you seem not to rdhre, 
for our precious history. Remember wliat Santayana said about those who do not remember it? 
I care, as you well know. I'm sorry you do not! You agree^/lt lias not been done yet. 

^ome time passed and then I got from Raphaela Seroy, of whom I have formed the high- 
est opinion, as incredible a beginning of tliat retyping an I have ever seen. The poor 
woman had boon told t» do it on a computer with which sho had no faiuiliarity ai all and 
almost anything appeared on paper. All sorts of odd things, capitals w^re the/* were 
none, running on and on. I went over it, cor rected it and returned it. I did not com- 
plain against her and I do not. She is a fine person, /uid I'm sure if sho had been told 
to do it on a typwriter she'd have dohe a first-rate job. But she had never looked at 
a computer at all before. She was learning how to use that strange beast on this manuscr- 
ipt. And did it show it! 

^ime passed, quite a bit of time with a (Serious book to be published in March, and 
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I got not another piece of paper, I phoned you*^ou were not in, ^avid answered the 
phone while he ..as on another phone. I told him I was waiting and anxious to get the 



rest to go over and EDirecixcorrect. Before returning to his other call he told me, as 

1 now recall, that she liad access to the computer only two days a week and then ijf there 

was no other urgent need for iT. ^ also said he woul^ tell you, 1 never hoard from you. 

Instead, after quite an ad-litional amount of time passed, what latep* turned out

to be the book that v/as published, typed or computered, x ou did #ot tell me that v/as 
all of it tliat you were going to publish. There v/as much in it to correct. I did that as 
rapidly was possible for mo and returned it. Hearing thereafter nothing at all about 
anything at all. Tnen after more time passed I got the page jbroofs, as I recall on a

Thursday, with the message tliat they had bo be returned the coining Tuesday. I was within 
tliat very unreasonable deadline in their return. 

But I v/as shocked! There were many errors, most typos, and of those at least 75 
remain in the very small book you published. 

Thoro v/as no table of contents! Ai o conclusions. A serious work of nonfiction with 
no conclusions? index. IIow many people look at a work of nonfiction and regard it as 
serious and worthwhile when it has no index? lias two di^eren^t subtitles I The con- 
clusions for the book you did not publish obviously could not be used. But you hexex 
neither told me or in any way indicated what y&u v/ere going to do with the books or 
asked me to write now conclusions. I said in returning the proofs that I would and I 
did and I sent thorn by express mail th next day. The book appeared, you axed theaf and 
Ljr Aja.it_.Uiem h a d .11 blank na/res in so small a book ! 



In saying you would edit the book, and you’d seen only a small part of it then, you 
said yoijl/anted it to appear as a lawyer* s brief .Although 1 knew I v/a3 writing it tliat 
way, you are a lawyer^ I am not, and I assumed you meant you would sharpen it that way. , 

But you did no editing and you eliminat‘d the real lawyer’s brief I wrote in aming O 
an entirely different book of it. Most of the book you published is those first chapters 
I'd sent you, what I then had written when you asked to see them. You added two more 
cliapters from wliat I wrote later, without any continuity and not in the sequence in 
which they v/ere written, 

(Tliat second subtitle on the title page lias no relevance to the book at all!^nd 
then there is th* library of Congress description of it!) 

With all of this secret from me you phoned me and told me that Charlie Winton had 
an interest in the subject and wanted some things added. *ou asked me if I*d consider 

.this and if I'd talk Lo him. I agreed and he did phone me. I did get the impression 

that he had a genuine interest in the subject, I did listen to the things he had in 

mind, and I did go about doing tliat immediately, although ^ did not consider what he v/as

But here you are in the brief note- you scrawled on my letter telling me you are 
too busy, you do not have the time to tell an author what all autlihrs want to know and 
are entitled to know and at the 3ame time, knowing full well that you have already cut 
tlio hell out of the book, witf) no intentions of even giving it conclusions, and you set 
ar# <aa, ill and weak man on ruch a wild-goose chase, wasting all tliat time for me! I 
did ^get in touch with those who had the kinds of tilings Charlie wanted added and I 
did write and send tliat* 

u n tliat call, Iwhen I asked you when you'd publish the book, it being tliat close to 
the date Herman promised without any sign if close publication, you said September* 

Two bool^ q$ the same author on the same subject by the same publisher in one month? I 
discussed with -Charlie what could launch the book with a genuine cont±»>versy, tliat 
there was an announced $olper/iJEC-TV miniseries on Posner and f eaturing hiip^ set and 
announced for February and the internal competition for September and he agreed it 
had to be sooner.He tlibughf 4irch, as I retail, too* 

Editing? Lawyer* 3 brief? The duplication I wanted eliminated in those first cliapters 
I sent you is still there, as i4 more tliat is inevitable in tlifl jfspeed with which I wrote.
